The Constitution of Soviet Russia 
declares that “freedom of religious 
and . anti-religious propaganda is 
recognized as the right of every 


jcitizen.” Only the “anti-religious” 
jclaiise is widely operative. It is 
doubtful if any religious organiza- 
tion in the wofld is engaged in a 
campaign so intensive as that which 
the Soviets are waging to convert 
the youth Of Russia to atheism. A 
religious organization, entering upon 
a campaign equally aggressive, would 
soon find itself suppressed by the 
authorities. Thus, the Greek Ortho- 
dox -Church has been obliged. to 
cease from all missionary effort. Sun- 
day schools, or any public religious 
instruction of the young, are pro- 
hibited. And yet, at the present time, 
there is no active religious persecu- 
tion. The Government makes. no 
efforts to interefere with the routine 
activities of the church—so long as 
those activities do not become 
aggressive—and the crowds that 
throng the shrines and the churches 
of Russia are said to be greater than 
before the revolution. 

The Soviet Government is in a 
peculiar situation in regard to 
religion, It is obliged, as in the case 
of its economic policy, to face a prac- 
tical situation that is, very often, 
irreconcilable with its theoretical 
commitments. On the one hand, Com- 
‘munism is definitely anti-religious. 
Russia, however, is more than its 
Communists, and the Russian people 
—the vast majority of them—are 
deeply religious. The real problem, 
then, that confronts Russia’s dicta- 
tor? is that of reconciling the de- 
mands of Communism with the prac- 
tical task of governing a religious 
people. 

Seviet Policy is Twofold

counter-revolutionary activities of 
many of the priests furnished the ex- 
cuse—if excuses were. needed—for 
this campaign.

The present poliey of the Soviet 
Government in regard to religion 18 
two-fold.

Second, there is the 
anti-religious propaganda among the 
young, which I have already men- 
tioned, The obvious purpose of this 
propaganda is to allow the older 
generation to pass on in its faith, 
while, at the same time, weaning the 
younger generation away from re- 
ligious belief altogether. Religion, 
it is confidently predicted, will be 
stamped: out when the present gen- 
eration has passed. 

It does not further a knowledge of 
the Russian situation, either to 
minimize, on the one hand, the anti- 
religious campaign of the Soviet as 
a superfcial concession to extreme 
Marxianism; or, on the other hand.“ 
refusing, blindly, to seek for an un- 
derstanding of the situation which 
made that campaign almost inevita- 
ble, to condemn utterly, the Soviets 
on the basis of their atheism. 


Anti-Religious Propaganda 
Atheism, for the Russian Commun- 
ist is based, not alone upon Karl 
Marx, but on his own experience with 
religion in Russia. In Russia, more, 
pérhaps, than elsewhere, religion has 
deen, often, as Marx described i: 
“The: opiate of the people.” And ex-

Practically all of the large New 
York banks which do an interna- 
tional business have received re-’ 
quests for loans from European na- 
tions. These requests were said yes- 
terday to come from governments 
and foreign railroads, hydroelectric 
concerns and industries. The ava- 
lanche of applications for loans and 
credits gained momentum on Tue~- 
day, and yesterday it was estimated 
if only a part of the loans asked 
were to be met, the American in- 
vestment..market would be called 
on within very few months to place 
more than $1,000,000,000 of bon 

Interior Europe leads in the num- 
ber of potential borrowers, and it 
was learned that many bankers from 
Germany, Austria, Poland and other 
countries were planning to come to 
New York to discuss borrowing pos- 
sibilities. Included in the line-up 
of likely borrowers were said to be 
a number of the larger German 
cities. 

To be prepared for this invasion 
of prospective rrowers the. large 
New York banks have begun to 
strengthen their foreign information 
services.

AIR MAIL LINE 


IS SOUGHT BY 
LATIN AMERICA 


Officials Are Designated at 


Washington to Discuss 
Project’s Feasibility 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 )- An air 


mail service linking the capitals of 


the six Central American republics 


and Cuba.with the United States is 
being discussed by the Latin-Amer- 
ican governments 
officials.

The Post Office Department has 
named Joseph Magee, illumination 
engineer of the air mail service, and 
Vincent Burke, of the post office in- 
spectors corps, to make the prelim- 
inary investigation. They will leave 
next week for Panama and then visit 
éach of the Central American capi- 
tals. 

The route of the proposed service 
has been tentatively marked out. 
Mail planes would leave Key West, 
Fla., go to Havana, hence westward 
across Cuba and the Yucatan chan- 
nel and southward to Guatemala 
City. The distance covered from 
Key West to Guatemala City would 
be about 950 miles. From there the

From there to Tegucigalpa, 
Honduras, is - approximately 120 
miles and frem Tegucigalpa to Man- 
agua, Nicaragua, is about 260 miles.

LAKEHURST, N. J., Oct. 16 6 
While the whole world marveled at 
their feat, the 31 members of the 
party that traveled from Germany 
to America in the ZR-3 today en- 
joyed their first full day of rest 
since leaving Friedrichshafen, Sun- 
day. They passed the evening before 
calmly telling the story of the flight 
in phrases that seemed almost com- 
monplace, compared to the magni- 
tude of their accomplishment. 

The Germans who composed the 
crew which guided the giant airship 
on her epoch-making flight left the 
huge craft reluctantly. They were 
fond of their craft with the fondness 
of mariners for the vessel that has 
brought them safely to port. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, Zeppelin presi- 
dent, who commanded the ZR-3 on 
its transatlantic voyage, was so en- 
thusiastic about the accomplishment 
of his craft that he expressed the 
belief that a regular line of airships 
carrying freight and passengers be- 
tween Germany and the United 
States might be established soon. 


Quicker Time Possible 


He said the trip could be made in 
less than 81 hours and 17 minutes, 
the time required by the ZR-3 to 
make the voyage. Dr. Eckener ex- 
plained that fog and adverse winds 
had delayed him slightly, and added 
that the time between shores was 
really less than the flying time be- 
cause the ship was at a point over 
the Massachusetts coast where it 
could have landed safely, 78 hours 
after it left Friedrichshafen. 

The airship was declared fit for im- 
mediate flight today after an inspec- 
tion which -disclosed everytring in 
perfect order. 

In return for its expenditures in 
connection with the ZR-3, the Gov-

pelin was boarded and ‘inspected by 
customs, ‘health and immigration au- 
thorities as if she were an ocean 
liner. 

The manifest prepared by the com- 
mander of the ZR-3 described the 
Zeppelin: as “in ballast” carrying. 
eight sacks of mail. 

Visitors who inspected the Zep- 
pelin were impressed by the luxuri- 
ous equipment, from its staterooms, 
equaling some of the good hotels, 
to its kitchen, unexcelled by many 
hotels. Bathrooms, with hot and 
cold water, gave the impression of 
a hotel suite. Even temperature in 
the sleeping quarters is assured by 
a new system of ventilation which 
keeps fresh, cool air circulating at 
all times. 

The ship’s log recorded that she 
left Friedrichshafen, Germany, at 
6:35 a. m., on Sunday, Oct. 12, the 
time being one hour east of Green- 
wich. She touched earth here at 
9:52 a. m., eastern standard time, 
yesterday. Thus the average speed 
of the ZR-3 for the whole distance 
was approximately 62.35 miles per 
hour. The approximate average of 
the British R-34 during her westward 
flight. of 3200 miles across the 
Atlantic in 108 hours, made in 1919, 
was 29.63 miles per hour. 

Fuel Supply Ample 

As a further indication of the 
strides lighter-than-air aeronautics 
have taken during those five years, 
the fuel tanks of the ZR-3 were one- 
quarter full when she berthed. They 
held 74% tons—enough, according to 
Lieut.-Commander S. H. Krauss, to 
have carried her 1800 knots further, 
or a goodly part of the distance to 
the Pacific coast. 

When the R-34 reached her desti- 
nation at Mineola, L. I., from East 
Fortune, Scotland, her fuel tanks 
held barely a half hour’s supply. 

Each of the 32 passengers on the 
ZR-3 had his story to tell when he 
disembarked. within the Lakehurst 
hangar.

cents a copy and reached a circula- 
tion of several hundred. It became 
celebrated as the only newspaper 
in the world to be printed on a mov- 
ing train; Stephenson, the great Eng- 
lish engineer, gave it his patronage, 
and Thomas’ ambition as a boy edi- 
tor was satisfied when his paper re- 
ceived editorial comment in the 
greatest ‘of newspapers, The Times, 
London. 

Soon the Civil War broke out, and 
then it wie that the inventive genius 
of the boy showed itself in his busi- 


nes. Perceiving that there was an 


mereased d d for war news, he 
saw the posaibi lities of telegraphing 
the news ahead of the arrival of his 
train. This lad; who was one day to 
become a great inventor and a great 
business man, thought quickly and 
acted “quickly. He went into the 
office of the: telegraph operator in 


the station at Detroit, offered him 


Harper’s Weekly and some other 
papers for three months if he would 
agree to telegrapli to all the stations 
along the line the news just recéived 
after the great battle of Shiloh, and 
have this news displayed on the sta- 


tions’ blackboards, used for récord- 
ing the arrival and departure of 


trains. He figured that in this man- 

ner where he had sold a hundred 
papers before he could sell a thousand 
now. But Thomas A. Edison at that 
stage of his career did not have 
money enough to buy a thousand 
papers, and he did not have any 
credit. There was but one thing to 
do and he did it. He went straight 
to the office of the editor-of the 


troit Free Press, told his story, dis- 
played his funds with which to pur- 
chase 300 papers and asked credit 
for the other 700. He received it, 
and with the aid of another boy 
carried. the papers to his train. 
His first stop proved to him: the 
wisdom of this method: at the little 
town of Utica, where ordinarily he 
sold two papers, there was a crowd 
on the platform, and in a few sec- 
onds he sold 35 papers. In ‘fact it

‘| A General Election in Great Britain 


Nov. 4 is election day in the 
United States, and now comes the 
news that on Oct, 29, less than a 
week earlier, Great Britain is to 
have an election, too. 

Last Wednesday week, Oct. 8, a 
bill. was introduced into the British 
House of Commons censuring the 
Government for their action in dis- 
missing a certain case from the 
courts. This care was one against: 
a certain Communist newspaper edi- 
tor, who was accused of stirring up 
discontent. 

The bill of censure (or rather of 
inquiry) was passed because the 
Labor Party has not a majority in 
the House, and the Conservatives 
and Liberals combined to support it. 

In Great Britain, if a bill intro- 
duced by the Prime Minister is re- 
jected, or if a bill is passed cen- 
suring the Government, it is the 
custom for the Prime Minister to 
resign, or to call upon the King to 
dissolve Parliament. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald asked the King to dis- 
solve Parliament, so now the coun- 
try is faced with a generai elec- 
tion (the election of the entire 
House of Commons), and the whole 


three weeks! 

Ramsay MacDonald is the first 
Labor Prime Minister Great Britain 
has ever known. Since he came into 
office there has been a great change 
for the better in the atmosphere of 
Europe. There is now a much hap- 
pier and more friendly feeling be- 
tween the nations, and less of sus- 
picion and distrust.

But despite our entire sympathy with intelli- 
gent. discussion of this issue, we are compelled . 
to protest against one line of argument adopted 
by: the ‘opponents of the amendment. In trying 
to mobilize 8 a measure intended to pro- 
tect and elevate childhood all those forces 
which properly are antagonistic to Bolshevism 
and its works, they are employing the methods 
of the conscienceless demagogue. The strategy 
is unworthy of the many upright people who 
| sincerely question the -wisdom of the amend- 
‘ment, and will in all probability react in a way 
| most unexpected to its originators. 

It was, perhaps, not surprising to find Mayor 
Curley explaining his remarkable about-face on 
the amendment with the plea that the measure 
was Bolshevistic, and had been concocted by a 
woman whose name was “Wischnewetaky: “3 
The Mayor. of Boston was in a bad scrape and 
seized eagerly upon the most ready explanation 
of the contortions necessary to his escape. 

Seemingly he thought that a foreign name, 
particularly one ending in sky,“ was proof 
conclusive of anarchistic and Communistic as- 
sociations.

sought to identify the humane purpose of the 
Child-Labor Amendment with Bolshevism. | 
The facts are simple. The amendment was 

drafted by many hands, including members of 
the two congressional committees that ulti- 
mately reported it. Among those in consulta- 
tion was Mrs. Florence Kelley, an American 
woman, the daughter of a Pennsylvania Repre- 
sentative in Congress who was widely known 
in the days of heated tariff discussions as “Pig 
Iron Kelley.” His lifelong slogan was Pro- 
tection to American Industries.“ His daughter 
for more than a quarter of a century has been 
trying to protect American women and children. 
To her, as much as to any single individual, is 
due credit for the minimum wage laws, and 
statutes affecting conditions of employment of 
people little able to protect themselves. 

Years ago—many years before the Russian 
revolution, before even the word Bolshevism 
was known—she-was married to a gentleman 
named Wischnewetsky, whether a Russian or a 
Pole we are not informed. Her married life 
was short, and her notable public services have 
been performed under her maiden name of 
Kelley—which is reasonably American, or, if. 
not, suggests a nationality not wholly repug- 
nant ta Mayor Curley and his chief supporters. 

In view of these indubitable facts, the con- 
stant harping on the foreign name — long since 
abandoned —of this one advocate of the Child- 
Labor Amendment is nothing more than a 
very cheap, ignoble and discreditable effort to

Likewise his guest, born to a high estate, 
heir apparent to a throne graced by an illus- 
trious line of potentates, himself as readily 
qualifies as commoner prince. Thus do ex- 
tremes meet. But this meeting was not casual 
or purely accidental. The opportunity for per- 
sonal contact and an exchange of views came 
because both host and guest were actuated by 
something more impelling and more controlling 
than the prejudices which once separated prince 
from commoner. And this controlling influence 
was not Mr. Ford’s bank balance or the idle 
curiosity of the Prince,of Wales. It was the 
knowledge, shared by both, of the dignity of 
honest industry, and a realization of that indis- 
soluble bond which unites in common kinship 


the sons and daughters of one King. 


Perhaps the keenly discerning young tourist 
may have discovered during his visit to the 
great manufacturing plant, even while he 
looked, a vivid exemplification of rightly directed 
and highly specialized service. He had the 
opportunity to observe what one man, unaided 
by inherited wealth or position, has accom-

He is oné of those politicians who astobish: e most 
when tollowed the least; and this is largely because no 
one ever quite knows—it is often doubted whether he 
quite knows himself—what he will do next. In this he 
resembles a noted political leader of the last part of the 
Victorian era, Sir William Harcourt. It was once said 
of Sir William that he was neither a satellite nor a fixed 
star but a’ comet in the British political system. And 
that is precisely the position of Mr. Churchill.” 

Son of an American mother, he has brought into 
English public life much of the agility of the American 


berg N without the same steadfast. adherence to the 
pa 


he has once adopted. In his constant experiment 
to discover the nfost effective way to the top, he has 
boxed the compass with frequency and ease; but this 
latest experiment of all is the most interesting, because 
it will put to a supreme test a long-accepted English 
political maxim: “You can “effectively turn your coat 
once, but can’t turn it twice.” 

> > 

That is the axiom, and it was accepted and acted upon 
as absolute by such great English Prime Ministers of 
the nineteenth century as Palmerston, Disraeli, and 
Gladstone, as well as by the old Duke of Devonshire, 
who, if he had at more than one right moment exerted 
himself, might have held the same position. 

“The Duke,“ as he was termed by all his country- 
men—who trusted him thoroughly because, though very 
dull, he was supremely honest—had left the Liberal 
party-on the Home Rule issue, but was thought likely to 
return to the old allegiance on that of Free Trade. But, 
when an intimate suggested this course, he admitted he 
had thought of it, butehe rested on the old axiom, and 
did not join any party. Mr. Churchill now has chal- 
lenged “the wisdonj of the ages,” and has gone back to 
the party he long had left. It is not given to any today 
to forecast the precise result. 

An ingenious London journalist has sought to show 
that the new Conservative recruit has. gone through a 
political avatar of seven stages, and has ticked them off 
on a list. But, in view of fact, Mr. Churchill’s youth 
was Conservative, his early middle-age was Liberal, and 
his later middle-age promises to be as Conservative as 
at the start. To state this is not to indicate agreement 
with the partisan criticism that Mr. Churchill has shown 
that he has fallen beneath the curse laid upon Reuben, 
“Unstable as water, then R 7 excel.“ 


Whatever the immediate color of his coat, he has re- 
mhined true a6 the needle to the pole in beHef in his own 


| destiny and his. ability to achieve it. He believes—he 


has always believed—that he is the one man breathing 
possessed of full capacity to lead unto rejuvenation the 
British Empire. He has expected to be called on to do so 
many a time, but, though disappointed, he has not been 
disheartened ty the delay. 

All- politicians have their ups and downs, and most 
of them endure many disappointments; but it would be 
difficult to supply a parallel for such a séries of great 
successes and keen rebuffs as that furnished by Winston 
Churchill. The trouble from the beginiiing has been 
that the leader of the. particular party to which he at- 
tached himself would never accept him at his own valua- 
tion. Lord Balfour, who has now taken a most prominent 
share in welcoming him bagk to the Conservatives, was 
the main cause of originally driving him out of his 
birth-fold by preferring to place in office safe young 
men rather than a beau sabreur.

It is just this kind of awkward happening that has 
on Mr. Churchill’s chariot-wheels through- 
out; and it largely accounts for the fact.that, despite his 
brilliance, which none can dispute, he has never had @ 
personal following in the House of Commons—and that 
possession is an absolute necessity for a political leader. 
Other English public men have been as cordially de- 
tested and as vitriolically denounced as Mr. Churchill 
Disraeli, Gladstone, and Lloyd George furnishing the 
most recent instances in point; but all of them could 
reckon, at even their most disappointed moments, on a 
solid corps of admiring friends, 

This has not been the lot of Mr. Ghurchill, who, save 
for certain near relations, was never known in the House 
of Commons to have more than one close friend. And, 
as that one was the then Mr. F. E. Smith—now well- 
known to the American and the British peoples alike as 
Lord Birkenhead—who was Mr. Churchill’s most appar-

r. Lloyd George had to fight for his political 


ently fervid opponent in debate, the friendship did him 


harm politically rather than good. The spectacle of the 
two gladiators, who had just been hurling at each other 
across the floor carefully prepared and fully rehearsed 
diatribes, immediately leaving Westminster arm-in-arm 
for the same supper-club, was not one that appealed with 
any degree of sympathy to the average English plodding 
Parliamentarian, who takes his politics as seriously as 
his Sunday observances.

A series of. political rebuffs and electoral defeats will 
account much for the lessening, during these last two 
years, of the brightnéss of Mr. Churchill’s outlook upon 
life. It can scarcely now be doubted that, from the 
moment of Mr. Lloyd George’s 1922 defeat, which further 
helped te shatter the already broken Liberal Party, he 
has contemplated joining the Conservatives—but only 
on his own terms. 

He intended, in fact, to remain a comet; and, until 
the Westminster by-election last spring, that intention 
was ugshaken. If Mr. Churchill had then been success- 
ful, as he very’ narrowly escaped being, he would have 
returned to the House of Commons “unmuzzled,” to use 
a historically significant Gladstonian phrase—indepen- 
dent of both parties—and. able, like Hal o' the Wynd, 
to fight for his own hand, and command the best political 
price possible for his sword. But the electoral fates had 
proved unkind. Beaten as a Lloyd-George Liberal at 
Dundee in 1922, as a Liberal “without prefix” at Leices- 
ter in 1923, and as an Independent at Westminster 
in 1924, he had somewhere to find rest for the sole of his 
foot, and where more fitting than in his original party. 

So it is as 4 satellite or at best, for the moment, a 
minor planet, he has again enrolled himself among the 
Conservatives. It is true they have not quite killed the 
fatted calf in honor of the returned prodigal. But they 
have done the next best thing—they have found him a 
constituency which he may successfully fight in a rela- 
tively rural county famous for its calves; and, in the 
forest haunts of Epping, this turbulent being may find 
the repose the county of Essex is accustomed to give. 


The Vendee of the 


Russian Revolution 


By W. H. CHAMBERLIN 


Krhsnodar, Sept. 25 

The fertile valley of the Kuban, where Krasnodar is 
located, might well be called the Vendée of the Russian 
Revolution. It was here that the most formidable of 
the White movements, that of General’ Denikin, was 
launched. The site of Denikin’s headquarters, a house 
conspicuous for its richly colored tiles, is still remem- 
bered. It has now been turned into a children’s home 
for orphans of Red Army soldiers. 

One of the most interesting sights of Krasnodar is 
the Museum of the Istpart, an organization devoted to 
collecting material connected with the history of the 
Revolution and the Russian Communist Party. Here, 
preserved in glass cases, arranged in chronological order, 
are documents illustrating the stormy course of revolu- 
rege in the Kuban from the downfall of the Tsarist régime 

arch, 1917, to the final capture of the city by the 
R Army three years later. Newspapers, posters. pic- 
tures, proclamations, decrees, all help to reconstruct 
these past events. 

‘Especially interesting are a few White posters. which 
‘have been saved. In brightness of color and design they 
suggest the rival Bolshevist posters, which were widely 
used during the civil war and which have persisted until 
the present time as a means of propaganda for peaceful 
objectives. Some of the White posters satirize the requi- 
sitions of food supplies carried out among tke peasants 
by the Red Army. Several of them are strongly anti- 
Semitic in character and attempt to appeal to the super- 
stitions of the masses; one of the posters shows the 
Bolshevist leaders slipp:ng into hell while the White army 
and the Cossacks, with protecting ne floating over 
them, sweep on to Moscow.

These posters reflect a phase in Russian history that 
is quite ended now. The Kuban region is quiet today and 
the Soviet power seems as firmly established there as 
anywhere else. To be sure, a few embers from the oil 
conflagration of civil war are still smoldering. The 
woods and mountains of the Kuban are reported to con- 
tain a few refugee Whites who carry on banditism of a 
more or less political character. A number of persons, 
including some former officers, were recently tried in 
the neighboring town of Armavir and condemned to be 
shot on charges of having come to the Kuban in the 
winter of 1922-1923 for the purpose of inciting counter- 
revolutionary activity among.the population. 

But these are minor developments; on the whole the 
Kuban is calmer than it has been for the last seven 
years. Krasnodar has experienced a significant change 
of name. Formerly it was Bkaterinodar (City of Cather- 
ine). Now it is Krasnodar (Red City): The statue of the 
Empress Catherine in the public square of the town has 
been thrown down, and the three sides of the pedestal 
are now ornamented with pictures of Lenine, Marx and 

els. 

e has all thé familiar outward signs of a 
Russian town under the Soviet régime. The number of 
state and co-operative. stores makes a rather striking 
impression, although it is a little ‘ficult to estimate 
the degree to which they have captured the trade of the 
town without knowing how much buyin and selling is 
carried on in the local market.

The Revolution has had éxtremely little effect upon 
the deep-rooted tribal customs of the Cherkassi, which 
are built up about the precepts of the Koran. They insist 
upon an extreme measure of deference from women to 
men, and from youth to age. At a dinner a woman will 
always spring up from her seat if a man is standing, 
and the oldest man in the company is served first. The 
writer asked an old man in a Cherkass aul whether the 
villagers had a committee of mutual aid, an organization 
for helping the poorer peasants which has sprung up in 
Russia since the Revolution. 

We don’t need any such committee,” he replied, be- 
cause Muhammad told us to set aside a tenth of our goods 
for the poor.“

To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 

In advocating the Child-Labor Amendment I feel that 
the Monitor is committing the error which good people 
and reformers are so apt to do, of assuming that the 
“end justifies the means.” 

This is a pernicious doctrine—a doctrine that has 
served as an excuse for every abridgment of human 
rights. 

The theory involved in this amendment will, if am- 
plified and carried to its ultimate, involve governmental 
regulation of the most intimate personal and domestic 
affairs of the citizen. 

It may be said that there is no danger of this. If this 
be so then none of our constitutional safeguards. and 
guarantees are needed and all of them, including the Bill 
of Rights, may as well be discarded. 

The freedom Americans enjoy was purchased at too 
dear a price to be jeopardized. for the attainment of a 
minor material good. 

Child labor exploitation is a symptom of economic 
distress. Let us relieve the distress and the symptoms 
will disappear.
